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Presidents’ Message 

The first few months since my taking the office as 
president have certainly been an eye-opener! For the first 
time in many years, the CWNA has adequate financial 
means to make an impact on the numismatic hobby in the 
ColoradoAVyoming region. This resulted, of course, fi'om 
the windfall of hosting the 1996 pre-ANA show in Denver. 
The CWNA owes thanks to all the members and clubs who 
helped work both the pre-ANA show and who helped at the 
1996 ANA Convention. 

The welcome influx of money, however, became 
the catalyst to some important controversy in the executive 
organization, and resolution of this controversy has 
consumed much of the time spent by officers and directors. 
Initially, the Secretary/Treasurer (and past president) 
advised the Board of the necessity of filing an IRS return 
for the first time, at least in many years, due to the income 
received in 1996. A question was raised by several Board 
members concerning the legal status of the organization, 
and a member was appointed to review the records to 
advise the Board on this issue. 

The result of this review determined that the 
CWNA had lost its corporate status several years ago, and, 
in fact, had been purged fi'om the records of the State of 
Colorado where it had been incorporated. This, in turn, 
could adversely impact any tax exempt claim by the CWNA 
on any tax filings—a very serious issue since we did not 
want to see the CWNA lose money to taxes after all the 
hard work in 1996! The unsettling thing was that this 
situation had been known by at least some of the past 
officers and directors of the CWNA for several years before 
the planning of the pre-ANA show and had not been dealt 
with at that time. 

I am pleased to report that this matter now finally 


seems to be under control. We are in the process of filing 
reincorpoation papers with the Secretary of State (after 
having to write up the Articles of Incorporation first). We 
anticipate proposing completely rewritten By-laws to the 
membership by the end of the year which would prevent 
problems like this from occurring again in the future. 

Part of the delay in getting this newsletter out to 
you was so that we could provide you with accurate 
information. Before any organization can go forward, the 
organization must first be on solid footing both legally and 
financially. The lesson here may be for all member clubs to 
review their legal status as it is all too easy to ignore this 
boripg-but aecessary part of club management. 

The Board is now complete. We had one vacancy 
after the election, and two individuals. Bob Davis and Mark 
Honea, sought the position. Per the By-laws, the existing 
directors voted in Mark Honea. He comes to us with 
strong CPA credentials—welcome talents indeed 
considering the opening discussion of this message! He is 
also the current President of the Denver Coin Club and has 
been a collector for over 35 years. Mark spends a great 
deal of time giving talks at local coin clubs and he firmly 
believes that the future of the hobby rests with our 
willingness to share our knowledge and enthusiasm with 
others. 

As you can see, in just four short months, the 
Board, which is made up of new members and some old 
members, has taken responsibility for the CWNA 
management. A lot of issues have been addressed which 
were of vital concern. Recently, you may received a letter 
from Bob Davis “expressing his concern”. Some valid 
points are raised and will be addressed by the Board, in due 
course. But doesn’t it seem curious that a new Board of 
four months is criticized for not doing things (like writing 
the history of the CWNA) when more urgent tasks faced 
us? Urgent tasks, I must say, which resulted frcm the 
relative inactivity of previous Boards over the past several 
years. And as we breathe life into the CWNA again, we 
must insure that we follow all the laws and procedures that 
are required of us as an organization. So, let us not engage 
in creating uimecessary divisions in the organization to 
satisfy any petty person agendas. The opportunity is now 
to work together—otherwise what use is the CWNA? 

Mr. Davis is correct about one thing. We do need 
to “wake up” the membership and enlist them to become 
more involved in the CWNA. There is so much that needs 
to be done. For one thing, we do have a position that is 
open for Historian. If anyone is interested in volunteering 
for this position, please let one of the Board members 
know. In fact, if Mr. Davis wanted to volunteer his efforts 
in this regard, that would be a great help to this 
organization. From his letter it sounds as though (cont.) 
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(continued from page 1) he has already amassed a large 
historical file—the perfect foundation for starting a formal 
history of this association. 

The association is also beginning to work on 
creating a handbook for CWNA members (progress on this 
has been slow due to the aforementioned tax and corporate 
issues). This book will contain information about the 
CWNA—its By-laws, its history, its mission, its structure, 
etc. We also plan to include information on each of the 
member clubs so that people can learn about other clubs 
within our region. This is another area in which member 
input/labor is important and most welcome. If you have any 
other ideas that you think would be important to include in 
this handbook, be sure to contact one of the Board 
members. 

We also need feedback from the membership on 
their desire for putting on coin shows. What do you think? 
I think it would be a positive thing for our club and a good 
thing for numismatics, too. I envision us putting on a first 
class show with exhibits and guest speakers. Imaging the 
educational benefits to the public in general and to young 
numismatists specifically. But a show like that would 
involve a lot of work. We would need a great deal of input 
and volunteers, too. There is no sense even attempting this 
if the commitment for it is not there. I have already polled 
a good number of members and they have expressed a 
desire for such a show. However, when asked if they 
would exhibit, speak, or simply volunteer help, the response 
so far has always been negative. 

Regarding miscellaneous matters, all of the checks 
for the clubs have been cut and delivered. Most of the 
certificates of appreciation have been delivered—there are 
just a few left. Most of the Board members are very active 
in other coin clubs and we are gettii^ these things done as 
quickly as we can by dividing the work up among all of us. 
Also, I have talked to some people in Wyoming and it looks 
like we might be able to organize something up there. 

Finally, we are in the process of duplicating all of 
the records of the CWNA. This will help preserve those 
records against loss as well as to have back up files to those 
in custody of the Secretary/Treasurer. You are welcome to 
read any of the records as soon as the copying is completed 
Access to all records is a right that each member has. And 
believe me, it makes for some interesting reading. 

There is an upcoming meeting for the association 
in July at the Colorado Springs Coin Show. (The date and 
time for this meeting are elsewhere in this newsletter.) This 
meeting is open to all of the membership. Don’t forget this 
is your club and this is your opportunity to address the 
Board with any concerns or ideas that you may have. I 
hope to see you there. Chuck Wishon
